All  in  all  the  excitement  of  the  new  sci- 
ence center  is  still  among  the  college.  This 
building  will  be  the  academic  home  for  biol- 
ogy students,  chemistry  students  and  bio- 
chemistry students.  It  is  believed  that  a  new 
science  center  will  increase  enrollment  es- 
pecially in  the  sciences.  A  considerable 
amount  of  effort,  as  well  as  money  has  gone 
into  this  building  which  can  only  help  Ly- 
coming move  forward  with  the  times.

The  voice  of  Lycoming  College  grew 
stronger  during  the  1988-89  academic 
year  as  radio  station  WRLC-FM 
increased  its  staff  and  variety  of 
programming.  The  student-run,  non- 
commercial radio  station  broadcasted 
from  noon  to  midnight  every  day  during 
the  school  year.  While  the  station 
followed  an  album  oriented  rock  format 
with  a  progressive  flair,  many  types  of 
music  were  heard  on  91.7  FM.  Shows 
focusing  on  alternative  music. 
progressive  music,  new  music,  classical, 
jazz,  oldies,  dance  music,  classic  rock, 
reggae,  and  children's  tunes  were  heard 

weekly. 

Besides  music,  many  sporting  events 

were  aired  on  WRLC.  The  sports 

department  raised  over  $5,000  in 

underwriting  grants  which  allowed  the 

station  to  broadcast  all  Lycoming 

football  games  and  an  all-time  high  30 

men's  and  women's  basketball  contests. 

In  the  information  area,  the  station's 

staff  developed  many  shows  including 

Lycoming  Line  and  Open  Mic  which 

offered  commentary  and  a  close  look  at 

a  local  issue  or  a  national  topic  utilizing 

the  opinions  of  people  connected  with 

Lycoming  College.  The  mass 

communication  department  provided 

students  to  do  daily  newscasts  on 

WRLC,  and  the  broadcast  journalism 

class  produced  a  weekly  show  during 

the  spring  semester  called  Campus 

Week  which  examined  issues  facing 

Lycoming.

It  was  a  tale  of  two  seasons 
for  the  1988  edition  of  the 
Lycoming  College  War- 
riors. After  an  excellent  4-0 
start,  Lycoming  split  its  final 
six  games  and  finished  with 
more  than  two  losses  for  the 
first  time  since  1981. 

Coach  Frank  Girardi's  War- 
riors were  extremely  impressive 
the  first  month  of  the  season 
and  gave  the  appearance  of  a 
team  poised  to  make  a  run  at 
the  Middle  Atlantic  Confer- 
ence championship.  Victories 
over  Kean,  Upsala,  Delaware 
Valley  and  Lebanon  Valley  by  a 
combined  score  of  124-23  gave 
the  Warriors  a  perfect  record 
going  into  a  critical  battle  at 
Widener. 

The  contest  against  the  Pio- 
neers was  the  hinge  on  which 
Lycoming's  season  turned  for 
the  worse.  After  a  sluggish  first 
half,  the  Warriors  were  down 
10-3.  However,  Lycoming  took 


the  second  half  kickoff  and  con- 
fidently drove  to  inside  the 
Widener  one-yard  line.  But  the 
Warriors  fumbled  the  ball  away 
to  their  rivals  and  didn't  seri- 
ously threaten  again  until  late 
in  the  game  when  Widener  had 
its  17-5  victory  secured. 

The  Warriors  bounced  back 
the  next  week  when  a  strong 
second-half  running  game  led 
Lycoming  to  a  20-10  victory 
over  Juniata.  However,  the 
Warriors  were  knocked  out  of 
the  championship  race  the  fol- 
lowing week  when  the  Moravi- 
an Greyhounds  outplayed  Ly- 
coming by  a  17-6  count  at  Col- 
lege Field. 

Lycoming  got  back  on  the 
winning  track  with  a  23-0  win 
over  the  lowly  Albright  Lions  in 
week  seven  but  came  out  on  the 
short  end  of  the  same  score  a 
week  later  against  Susquehan- 
na. Three  long  touchdown 
passes  propelled  the  Crusaders

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in  the  game  played  in  a  constant 
downpour  as  Susquehanna 
handed  Lycoming  its  first 
shutout  in  seven  years. 

However,  the  campaign  for 
the  Warriors  ended  on  a  win- 
ning note  as  the  squad  trounced 
Wilkes  47-14  in  the  season's  fi- 
nal week  to  finish  the  year  with 
a  7-3  overall  record  and  a  5-3 
mark  in  the  conference. 

Despite  the  three  defeats, 
many  positive  signs  emerged  for 
the  Warriors.  The  team  placed 
in  the  books  its  1 4th  consecutive 
winning  season,  the  defensive 
unit  finished  second  nationally 
in  Division  III  in  rushing  and 
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Receiver  Kevin  Steffen  snares  a  pass. 
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total  defense,  and  the  Warriors 
placed  three  players  on  the  All- 
MAC  first  team  and  one  on  the 
conference's  second  team.

The  1988-89  wrestling 
season  was  another  suc- 
cessful one  for  head 
coach  Budd  Whitehill  and  his 
grapplers.  Although  the  team 
couldn't  defend  its  conference 
title,  the  squad  finished  with  the 
program's  best  dual-match  re- 
cord. 

The  Warriors  went  18-4  in 
dual  matches  during  the  regu- 
lar season  to  give  Whitehill  a 
328-155-5  record  in  32  years  as 
Lycoming's  only  wrestling 
coach.

points. 

Although  the  team  couldn't 
duplicate  the  previous  seasons's 
trip  to  the  national  tournament, 
the  squad's  16-7  record  allowed 
the  program  to  claim  back-to- 
back  winning  seasons  for  the 
first  time. 

Lycoming's  37  victories  over 
the  past  two  seasons  represent- 
ed more  wins  than  the  Lady 
Warriors  had  the  previous  six 
campaigns  combined.  And  with 
a  powerful  arsenal  expected 
back  next  year,  Orr  will  be  look- 
ing to  add  more  laurels  to  the 
program's  recent  turnaround.

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The  1988-89  Lycoming 
men"s  basketball  season 
was  full  of  success  sto- 
ries. However,  there  was  just 
one  negative  attached  to  the 
season  —  the  team  didn't  make 
the  playoffs. 

The  Warriors  finished  17-8 
on  the  campaign  which  repre- 
sented the  team's  best  record 
since  the  1984-85  season  when 
Lycoming  ventured  into  the  na- 
tional playoffs.  Lycoming's 
overall  record  was  also  the  best 
in  the  MAC's  Northern  Divi- 
sion at  the  end  of  the  regular 
season. 

But  Lycoming's  10-6  MAC 
slate  was  only  good  enough  for 
third  place  in  the  MAC  North- 
west Section  and  kept  the  squad 
out  of  post-season  play.  Despite 
not  making  the  playoffs,  some 
Warriors  gave  head  coach  Cla- 


rence "Dutch"  Burch  many 
happy  moments  in  his  27th  year 
at  Lycoming. 

Guard  Jeff  Jones  averaged 
20  points  a  game  and  became 
the  program's  eighth  all-time 
leading  scorer  with  1,326  career 
points.  Jones  was  also  a  first 
team  All-MAC  performer,  a 
Kodak  Region  II  All-Ameri- 
can,  and  finished  fifth  in  Divi- 
sion III  by  shooting  88.5%  from 
the  free-throw  line. 

Forward  Mel  Allen  also  had 
an  excellent  season  by  averag- 
ing 19.2  points  a  game.  He  was 
twice  MAC  Northern  Division 
Player  of  the  Week  and  was  a 
second  team  All-MAC  per- 
former.
